I share with you, ladies and gentlemen, and

Not one who veeded to ove eonvinoed that
human liberty sod rients did not depend upon the
color ol the Kin o0 the texture of the huir, bu
as & patursl born lover of truth and justios, of
humauity, nud of Iréedom.  He has Deen from
youth to mianhood the earnest believer, uni
tmithral aud uble and eloguent advocate of that
great republican law which declares equality of
righis ol the blnck moan, l.';\,pp]“u_qp_,

And now, necepiitig, us our noble friend doos,
nudl w8 we all do, that the ambolition of
slavery in our counfry is a fuet, and & living
fuct, that the accursed and bloody mon<ter is
desd, dead, prap, beyond the possibility ol
resugclistion—ay ! sir, even besond  whatever
power remnins—yet our (rlend is fully alhive to
apother important fact, which proves that the
work of snii-slavery is unmcomplishea, and
that is, that the foul and fatal spirit of the
demon exigts still in the haughty and God-
defying lines of caste, nnd in the bitter hate and
contempt and georn of the colored race,

Hence onr distinemehed friend grapples with
the wvital issue of the hour, with all the
mtense earnestness of his earvest nature, and
advopates that only form of political uod re-
publican frecdom. {Applause.)

THE AMERICAN COLONY AT JAFFA,

Visit of the Agent of tho United States
Government,
Correxpondence of Chicage Kuening Journal

Jarra, Milestine, Thursday, March 11.—My
first visit, after arriving here, was 1o the A
rlicnn colony recently located in Jafla, 1o
gecoudtis in the VATIONE newspapors of Atnes
rivn and Epglund in regard Lo the condition of
this colony Limve been of sueh a ohinracter s Lo
attenct much attention throughoul the eivilized
world, Mr. Sewurd, our Becretnry of State, hins
recontly appolnted an agent to come here and
maoke n thorough examination nto the allnira
und prospecis of the ¢olony,

This ngent (Hev, Mr, Blawell, of the Eelestic
Mogazine, Noew York), wid a fellow-passenger
with me rom Egyvpl, He seemy o be woll
guidified for the work bhe has underiaken, In
company with Mr, Bidwall and others 1 ealled
vpon M. Adanms, the Presldent of the colony,
heard him preach in the evening, and learned
cnough of the situntion and prospeets of the
people Lo Justify a brief article in regand o
them wnd the sirunge opinlons which have
led so mnny to lenve the land of thelr birth
nnd enmdgrnte to this fir-off conntry. The
colony numbers about one bhundred and sixty
porsons, old wod young., The majority of the
nmembers express themselves entlrely satdsiled
with thelr situntion nud prospects, Bul o very
respectable minority aré in fuvor of returning
1o America. At the meeting Inst night a vote
wun tnlkten by Mr, Bldwell on these two gues-
Honsi—="Flrst, Are you satised In regard to
your situntion here ?" The vole wis o unnnl-
mous opein the nffirmalive. *“*Second, Do any
ot you wish to return?'' Al voled no butone,
This exception was a pale<taced aud decidedly
Intellectunl-looking wormnn, She, In acconts
snd anpd plaintive, sald, 1 wish to gome homo
to Amerion,” 1 eooufesy 1heword home sounded
glrpngely sweet o me, und my sympnthies are
deeldedly with the lone voler,

Mu, Adams, and all with whom
verscd, ure of the opinlon that the eolony will
be n sueccss, Religlously, they believe Lhat
Christ’s government will be established In
Palistine, pod that the whole lnnd will enjoy a
prosperity and giory unparalleled in history,
I'hiey say that they have hnd an abundance 1o
eut und drink during thelr sojourn here, and
pow have about three hundred ncres under
cultlvation, which bid falr to produce a lurge
¥leld of corn, whent, potatoes, and the necessi.
ries of life, Four adulis and seven childion
have died einee the colony settled here,

The colony have bullt quite a number of
houses, baving brought the lumber all the way
from Malune, A three-story hotel 18 now belpg
crected In the village, and 1s well under way.
All the members speak In the bighost terms of
the kindness of the Turks and Arabs to them
